French Hold on Ailette River Despite 
Counterattacks by German* Against 
Mangin’s Army— Somme River 


Crossed by Haig's Men. 


London, Aug. St.—There has been 
no abatement In the atrength of the 
offensive tho British. 
French 
and 
American troops are throwing against 
the German armies from Arras to the 
region of Solsaotis. and as yet there 
is no indication that it is the purpose 
of the seemingly demoralized enemy 
to offer more resistance for the pres 
ent than through the 
activities 
of 
strong rear guards. 
Not alone have the Allied troops all 
over the hattlefront from 
Arras to 
Soissons gained further important ter 
ritorv, but to the north the British 
have advanced their line materially in 
the? famous Lys sector 
and apparent­ 
ly without Winch effort on the part of 
the foe to restrain them. 
Of greater significance than any of 
the other victories is the gain of the 
French, with 
whom Americans are 
brigaded in the general sector north 
of Soissons. 
The latest French official communi­ 
cation 
records the capture by 
the 
French here of ( ’hivlgny, three miles 
northwest, and Unifies. a mile and a 
half north of Soissons. and the entry 
into the outskirts of Urouy, a short dis­ 
tance to tlie northeast.

Dispatches seem to indicate they 
have begun to “ roll up" the German 
forces on the front to which the cm my 
is retreating along the* whole Picardy 
front. 
Progress southeast of Arras would 
B.'oin to be the most Important feature 
of the news from the great battl* 
fr*nt. Canadians, it appears, are slow­ 
ly advancing along the Arras-Cam bra I 
read and are widening the gap in the 
famous line to which the Germans re­ 
tired 18 month- ago.
